in the intelligence process as Malcolm Wallop, Angelo Codevilla, Lyndon Larouche, 
Bill Gertz and that public-spirited lobby which calls itself "Free the Eagle." 

- If I may be permitted a personal note - I don't advertise my age, but 
on this occasion I will admit that I've really been around a long time and 

I have been privileged to work closely with great people from Bill Donovan 
in the forties to Ronald Reagan in the eighties, but I never worked with 
anyone I respected more than John McMahon and I rate his service to our country 
as highly as anyone else I ever worked with. 
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- John, I consider myself very lucky to have had your guidance and 
support for these five years. By your example and by watching you, you've 
taught me a great deal about this great organization and what makes it great.
